It was admitted that desp ite 
the gallant attack s of the Cos­ 
sack s, the Russians generally re­ 
mained on the defensiv e against 
p owerful and determined enemy 
forces which were driv ing down 
the Rostov -Caucasus railroad and 
had cut the Stalingrad-Caucasus 
line at Salsk . 
STIFF RESISTANCE 
Nev ertheless communiq ues and 
sp ecial disp atches made it ap p ar­ 
ent that Russian resistance was 
stiffening all along the front from 
the area south of Rostov to Klet- 
sk aya, 70 m i l e s northwest of 
Stalingrad in the north bend of 
the Don riv er where the Germans 
were driv ing for the Volga and 
the Stalingrad industrial area. 
It was indicated that Marshall 
Semyon Timoshenk o was throwing 
in reinforcements at carefully se­ 
lected p oints of k ey sectors, and 
that strong forces of heav y tank s 
were mov ing to the front. 
In the Kletsk aya area, the noon 
communiq ue rep orted, the Rus­ 
sians 
rep ulsed sev eral 
German 
tank and infantry attack s sup ­ 
p orted by airp lanes. 
In the TsLmlayansk aya sector 
midway between Rostov and Sta­ 
lingrad the Russians were lik ewise 
holding stoutly against Germans 
seek ing to driv e southward across 
the Don. 
Failing

substantial 
p rogress by frontal attack s, the 
Germans sent small p arties of 
tommy gunners across the riv er 
by boat during the night. 
Russiahs on the south side of 
the Don saw them in mid-riv er in 
the bright moonlight, a sp ecial 
disp atch to the Newsp ap er Prav - 
da rep orted. They sent up rock ­ 
ets as a signal to artillery, and 
the guns, 
op ening up 
at once, 
brok e the 
attack s. 
Big forces of Russian p lanes 
were sent into action to attack 
the p ontoon bridges which the 
German engineers sought day and 
night to throw across the riv er. 
As fast 
as the bridges were 
built, the p lanes smashed them, 
but it was emp hasized that the 
Germans were attack ing untiring­ 
ly desp ite their heav y losses and 
that each day they were redoub­ 
ling their efforts under sup p ort 
of p lanes and artillery.

He 
con ten d s th a t all acts come from on e of th ree 
causes—pgoism, m alice or com passion ; th a t re la ­ 
tively few people have gen uin e com passion . 
Compassion ceases to be a virtue w hen people 
fail to realize the en d result, o r the effect in la te r 
years, of attem p tin g to relieve people of reapin g 
the fruits of th eir follies. This is exactly w h a t is 
takin g place in the U n ited States.' W e have vio­ 
lated n a tura l law s an d in stead of correctin g our 
acts 
an d 
puttin g ourselves in harm on y 
w ith 
n atural laws, we are attem p tin g to appease the 
sufferin g resultin g from these violation s. 
B ut gen uin e, 
in telligen t com passion is cer­ 
tain ly on e of the highest virtues. I t m ight be 
even , as Schopen hauer con ten d s, the on ly virtue.

Essen tia l P a rt o f Co mp a ssio n 
Schopen hauer says “If we pause to con sid er 
w hat is the essen tial p a rt in this type of character, 
we shall certain ly fin d it to lie in the fact th at 
such a person d raw s less d istin ction betw een him ­ 
self an d others than is usually d on e.” 
Yes, a com passion ate m an d oes 
n ot believe 
th a t he n eed s so m uch m ore th an others n eed in 
ord er to keep him healthy an d happy. He realizes 
th a t if he sets him self a p art in his stan d ard of 
livin g from th a t of th e g reat m ass of people, th a t 
the labor an d en ergy required to d o this m akes 
him less able to help relieve th e m isery an d suf­ 
ferin g th a t a com passion ate m an d esires to help 
relieve. 
M an y 
people thin k they are com passion ate 
w hen they try to pass laws to force an d compel 
other people to relieve sufferin g. Too often this 
eats up the seed corn an d tools an d causes more 
sufferin g than there w ould be if this form of com­ 
passion had n ot been attem pted . 
Compassion certain ly n eed s to be in telligen tly 
guid ed . Probably the com passion of the people 
of In d ia th a t causes them to refrain from killin g 
an y an im als is on e reason for th eir backw ard n ess. 
B ut this is n ot the kin d of m is-guid ed compassion 
th a t A m erica is sufferin g from . 


H um a n re la tions s hould be v olunta ry . 
Ge orge Wa s hington s a id. ‘‘Gov ­ 
e rnme nt is forc e a nd s hould be wa tc he d lik e fire ." 
D iso bedience m eans guns, 
clubs, m an acles, and jails. F o rce sho uld be inv o ked o nly fo r d efen se fro m 
tresp ass. R estrictio n s upo n pro ductio n and trade are in ev itab le ca u ses o f 
scarcity and depressio n, and are no t curable by m o re restrictio n s. N o r can 
so cial w ro ngs be co rrected by co m m ittin g new w ro ngs. The o nly actual rem ­ 
edy is to can cel estab lish ed w ro » gs, ev en tho ugh an cien t and v ested : and to 
free hum an fa cu lties and natural reso urces fo r m ax im um pro ductio n and 
ex change. 


W hen go v ern m en t g e ts bey o nd its rightful lim its, and suppo rts particular 
perso ns, cla sses and p ro jects by lev y in g their co sts upo n the earn in gs o f 
o thers, it beco m es sp ecial p riv ilege, co m pulsio n, inv o luntary serv ice, and in­ 
v asio n o f natural righ ts,— the natural righ t o f ev ery man to earn his liv in g 
o n equal term s and in equal o ppo rtunity w ith o thers upo n th e earth: and to 
ho ld, o r to ex ch a n g e th e pro ducts o f his labo r to suit, him self fo r o ther pro ­ 
ducts o r serv ices lie prefers to hav e. Surely this is the directio n o f the 
Am erican Ideal o f Freedo m .
